Pueblo, Colo., June 6,-la the Didat 
of the havoc caused by tba moat dloaa* 
trous flood In the blatorx of the West, 
C entral Colorado la forced to leare the 
work Of rehabilitation to ouUlde 
forces, every effort here being directed 
toward tho alleviation of the condition 
of the distressed and homeless victims 
of the waters. 

While no accurate estimate of the 
loss of life or of the extent of prop- 
erty damage Is possible, there is well 
grounded fiar that the broad eaUmato 
of hundred.-! dead and a property losa 
exceeding $10,000,000 are not exaggar^ 
ntlona, Tho number of bodies t«00r« 
erod Is placed at 100 by the RedCiOia. 
The number of persons In temporary 
hospitals is estimated at SOO by J. H, 
Moorehead, secretary to Ooromor 
Shonp. Tirphold, pneumonia, dlph- 
thoriB and one or two cases ot insan- 
ity were found among these patients. 

The washout of railway lines load- 
luB to the stricken area h.is created 
a menacing situation Kood supplies 
In Pueblo are estimated by Red Cross 
omclals as beint, Ims than aufflclent 
for three days, lioads tQ the city are 
impassable tor miles around Bttorta 
are being made to transport fbod 
from surrounding towns by airplane. 
Several machines have already been 
sent out with hianketa and medical 
suppUes. The only drinking water 
available today Is from a spring on a 
hill at the outskirU of the city

area have offered imtoiiai aid Im- 
mediately, but .-iiv i,iK,i,io to got their 
offerings to the community because of 
tlio demoraliaed transportation con- 
ilitluns.

"Probably no event has m «gn»li«ed the return of Americauisra 
in our Oovcrnraeiit ns tlic specoh of Ainhassador Harvey on tlie ncca- 
■ion of hi» welcome by the British Pri'inici- and other higii IhiKlisli 
" offlcitls," deolared the Rei-ublican Publicity Association, thrnutrh its 
President, Hon. Jonathan Bourne, Jr. "Pledges of American aacri- 
fices for Kuropcuu rehabilitation, which featured utterances of mem- 
bers of the former administration, were iiuit.. hicking from Mr. 
Haney's remarks. Far from apologizing for the fact that he is a 
representative of the United States, lie gloried in it. 'Precisely as' 
your Ambassador went to Washington as an unalloyed Briton, T 
come to London as an unalloyed American.' No less a pei-sou than 
the President of the United States went abroad two years ago, nn.l 
conducted himself more as a citizen of \hr world lhan speoifieally 
of America- America's rights and sovereignty were bartered nway 
in an attempt to savfe the Old World from disaster she had brought 
upon herself. 'I'liose ih^hu now aiv in tlie keying of a President 
and his London representative who do not hesitate to tell Europe 
that they aro objects of their first eonesm. 

"Col. Harvey'R declaration of the motives that in.spired America 
to send her soldiers across the water rings with the Amerieanism that 
is found throughout his address. 'Par more prevalent until recently 
was the impression tliat we went to war to re.souc humanity from all 
kinds of menacing perils,' said the Ambassador in rccolleetion of 
the beautiffnl idealisms uttered so frequently by the forruci- I'lvsi- 
deni 'Not a few remain conviiieed.' he continued, 'that we sent our 
young soldiers across to save this Kingdom, Prance, and Italy. That 
is not the fact. We sent them solely to save the United States of 
America, and most reluctantly and liifrciirdly at that.'

On 
Memorial Day, 1910. standing in Suresnes Cemetery, among the 
graves of thousands ol American soldiers, President Wilson uttered 
the foUowirg: 'Never before liave men crossed the seas to a foreign 
land to fight for a cause of humanity which they did not pretend was 
particularly their own, but knew was the cause of humanity and of 
mankind.' Those boys knew that they went to fipht for America, 
and their surviving comrades may glory in the fact that the present 
administration is not afraid to say so, even at the banquet tables in 
London. 

"Further abandonment of the goverument-by-theory policy that 
was upon us so long was sounded by Col. Harvey when he said, ' AVe 
will get nowhere until we abruptly put aside academic discussion of 
theoretical proposals and manfully face, without mineing of wincing, 
the actual realities.' How much better oflF would the world be today 
had the peace eonferonee at Vnris confined itself to actual realities 
instead of wasting months in roaming through the realms of dis- 
proved th«Qry— had attended to the business of making peace i-atlicr 
lhan attempted the reform of human passions through diplomatic 
decree. ' 

"Official notice was conveyed to his hearers - what tlicy had al- 
ready learned through the j)rcss— that the United States can never 
enter the league of nations. 'The present government.* said Cbl. 
Harvey, 'could not, without betrayal of its creators and musters, jiml 
will not, I can assure you, haVe anything whatsoever to do with the 
lesgne or any commission or committee appointed by it, or responsi- 
ble to it, directly or indirectly, openlj- or furtively ' 

"Respect for CoL Harvey, for President Harding, and for Amer- 
ica rose as the Ambassador proceeded and carried the message to his 
hearers that the America of inc-Wilso(i days had returned to its own, 
jealous of its rights and sovi reignly, but rc ady, in its .li^crction. to 
lend proper aid to others when the oecnsion ni.i,\ ari.^'
